They dose away until abour 
two minutes before the breakfast 
gong goes and then they rush. If 
the bell is a little early jthey are of- 
terr compelled to put on a shirt 
and a pair of pants over their night 


gowns and go to. breakfast that - 


way. . 

It will be interesting to note that 
no meal is taken without first 
thanking the giver. 

It takes only about fifteen min- 
utes for the slowest to get through 
with (his breakfast. , 

Then you should see them dress 
and who wouldn't if you had to 
ride in an open truck for fifteen 
miles over hills and through forest 


Jackets, sweaters, scarfs, parkas, 
mitts and felt boots all have their 
place. 


Arriving at the place of work, 
everyone find his axe and saw and 
begins to warm up. The first few 
trees usually come down in a hur-

Will Be Needed 
In Coming Year 


Hon. A. J. Hooke,  pravincial 
secretary, has afmnounced {that 
owing to the refusal of the domi- 
nion metal contr-iter to release 
metal for the manu/ecture of 1944- 
45 plate is to remein on the motor 
vehicle, to be used in 1944 in con- 
junction with a windshield’ and 
rear window sticker bearing the 
same number as the license plate.
